Even by optimistic politi- 
cians, in sympathy with the Government, 
Mr. Gladstone’s recent analysis of the situa- 
tion, based upon the late bye-elections, is 
deemed insufficient, and his estimates are re- 
garded as much too low. It is confidently be. 
naved that if a general election were now to 
take place the Liberal majority returned 
would be nearer 125 than the ex-Premier’s 
calculation of 78, and it is also felt that the 
longer the election is deferred the greater the

Tedious Trials of Similar “Cases—Causes of 
the Delays. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lowpon, March 2.—It may interest Ameri- 
cans who study the published accounts of the 
trial of the Bishop of Lincoln to know that the 
last similar proceedings began in the year 
1695 and terminated ten years later in the 
House of Lords.

WOMEN IN WORKSHOPS. 


Bill Passed by the French Senate Preventing 
Their Employment at Night.

en ELECTION FRAUDS 
The Post-Dispaton presents to-day to 
the citizens of St. Louis startling revela- 
tions. with regard to fraudulent registra- 
tion of yoters and illegal balloting in the 

election last November. 

Charges of extensive frauds in registra- 
tion and voting were made before and 
after the election by representatives of all 
parties. In order to get at the truth the 
Poar · Disra ton instituted an investigation 
of the facts. Only part of the fe- 
sults of this investigation, which has 
been c@iducted with the utmost 
care and thoroughness, is given to- 
day, but what is published shows 
the perpetration of the grossest frauds. 
The nature of these fraudsis not such, 
however, as to reflect on the honesty of 
the Recorder of Voters, but rather to 
prove the necessity of enlarging his 
powers. 

In one precinct it has been found that 
fully 20 per centof the registration was 
fraudulent. In two precincts alone twenty 
fraudulent votes were cast. Colonization 
of voters, false registration, registration 
of dead men, registration of voters from 
disreputable houses and other frauds, 
committed on an extensive scale, have 
been discovered. It too early 
to point out where the responsibility for 
this mass of electoral corruption rests, 
but the crimes will be traced, to the guilty 
parties. 

In the investigation and publication of 
these disgraceful facts the Post-DisPaTcH 
has only one object in view; that is to 
secure fair and honest elections. All the

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THE PEOPLE’S PRIMARY. 

A novel and interesting feature is intro- 
duced into the election foe Mayor of the 
city by the Sunpay Post-DispaTcH to- 
day. 

Hitherto all the preliminary discussing, 
canvassing and selecting of the Mayoralty 
candidates for the primary elections, and 
generally for the conventions also, have 
been done by the politicians. The voters 
of the parties have practically the choice 
of only a few men, usually not more than 
two, as their standard bearers in the 
municipal campaign. The Posr- Dis- 
PATCH proposes to reverse this bad 
order of things, and for once 
give the people an opportunity to express 
their choice from an unlimited field. For 
this purpose a form of ballot, to be cut 
out, filled in with the name of the favor- 
ite candidate and the name of the voter— 
the latter in confidence—and to be re- 
turned to the office, is published. These 
votes will be carefully and impartially 
canvassed and counted by a committee. 
Full instructions are given in snother 
column. i 

No limits are placed on the qualifica- 
tions of the voters or the selection of can- 
didates. Livelier interest is given to the 
election by the extension of the suffrage 
tothe women of St. Louis, whose votes 
will be counted separately from those of 
the men. For convenience and guidance 
sketches of fourteen citizens who are 
prominent in politics, in the municipal 
government or in public service, and who 
are considered available and possible can- 
didates, are given. No one, however, is 
bound to the selection of one of these 
gentlemen. 

Aside from the deep interest of this 
extraordinary primary election, it will 
have a practical value asa significant 
guide for the judgment of party leaders 
and voters. The men ofthe different par- 
ties who, without the aid of political or 
personal pulls and influences or the sup- 
port of the party machines, can win 
majorities of the votes cast, will have the 
strongest kind of argument in their favor 
for final selection in the party con- 
ventions. 

Tne Post-DispaTcu confidently antici- 
pates that the result will show an ex- 
pression of the popular preference of the 
city.

DROWNED IN THE RIVER. 


The Unknown Suicide Now Awaiting Identi- 
fication at the Morgue. 


There is atthe Morgue awaiting identifica- 
tion the body ofa woman about 6 years of 
age who committed suicide at 6:20 last evening 
by drowning herself in the river.

Besides the marriage cer- 
tificate there was found on the dead woman 
prayer beads, showing ber to be a member of 
the Roman Oatholic Church, as the mar- 
riage licepse indicated Mrs. King to be. 
25 cents in money,a handkerchief and two 
combs. The woman was poorly clad in a dark 
brown dress and calico overskirt, new lace 
shoes and a black and white checked shawl. 
Perhaps in her old age she was homeless and 
friendiess, and being no longer able to work 
and support herself concluded to end a bur- 
densome existence rather than close her days 
in the poor-house.

The other Bishops, 
in their rich robes, looked very grave and for- 
midable. But Dr. King hasa caim, dignified 
bearing, andarich, melodious voice, which 
wooed the close attention of his judges when 
he began his formal protest against the pro- 
ceeding. Charged with Romanish tendencies, 
the Bishop of Lincoln began his defense by 
asserting his unadulterated Protestantism. 
What he wanted was more Bishops totry him. 
He had the Archbishop,the Bishop ot London, 
the Bishop of Salisbury and the Bishop of 
Winchester; but he wanted the entire Upper 
House of Convocation for the Province of Can- 
terbury. This would take almost all the 
chief pastors from their dioceses to consider 
his ease. But the Bishop urged his cause 380 
strongly that the trial was adjourned for one 
month to give time for consideration. It is not

THE WHEEL. 


How the Bicycle Was First Introduced Into 
America—Cycling Chat. 

Who were the gentlemen who first brought 
cycling into popularity in this country? isa 
question that has frequentiy been asked. In 
answer thereto the Boston Herald says: That 
the city of Boston was the birthplace of Amer- 
ican cycling every rider concedes, but who 
wasthe father of this vigorous progeny of 
cycling clubs in which the twelve-year-old 
Boston Bicycle Club stands first and foremost? 


The answer is found in the leading cycling 
organ, the Cyclist, which in an issue 01 
August, 1878, says: ‘Undoubtedly the father 
of American bicycling is Mr. Frank W.Weston 
of Boston, andto himis due the increasing 
popularity of our sport in the States.’ It was 
the appearance of this statement 
which caused the Boston Club to 
christen its founder, ‘Papa Weston,’ a title 
by which he is now known all over the coun- 
try. Joined with bim in this work were 
Messers. J. G. Dalton and A. D. Chandler, the 
former a gentieman of means and leisure, and 
the latter a lawyer of this city. It 
was in 1877 that these gentiemen alone consti- 
tuted the ‘army of American riders,’ and by 
the force of their example succeeded in set- 
ting the ball rolling. The «great obstacie to 
the success of their endeavors was the dif- 
culty in obtaining machines. No one believed 
in the bicycle then, and no regular importer 
could be induced to import them other than 
to fill special orders. To remedy this state of 
things Mr. Weston interested three of his 
friends, Arthur Cunningham, Sidney Heath 
and Dr. Harold Williams, and formed the 

loneer firm which began business in Boston 
u the fall of 1877 to cater to the wants of 
cyclists. Mr. Weston felt thatso important a 
feature in American life should have its own 
organ, and he testified his faithin the future 
of American cycling by founding and publish- 
ing the American J , & paper 
Fie oo orig, Tne next sop in Americas 
B Wi e next step in r 
cycling was the launch of Boston 
Bicyle Club, and the date of its launching was 
February II, 1878. Some twenty gentiemen 
assisted at the ceremony, which was heid at 
Mr. Weston’s office, and placed their names 
upon its roll. The first club run of this 
club was the 9th of 
March, 1878, made from 
in front of Trinity Church, where a concourse 
of people filled the square and lined the frst 
part ~ the route to greet the pioneer riders 
and gaze at the novel spectacie.

Plumb’s Effigy Apt to Be Hung—Ten Thou- 
sand Ready for Action. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCEH. 

Wionrra, Kan., March 2.—To-day the peo- 
ple of the Southwest gave up the struggle and 
were convinced that the Oklahoma Dill was 
defeated. They ascribe the defeat of the bili to 
Senator Plumb’s treachery, and he will be 
hung in effigy should the excitement increase 
in proportion to what it has during the day. 
Thousands of men with their families, who 


have come to the Southwestern border since 
the the passage of the bill by Congress, and 
who bad confidence in the favorable action 
by the Senate, are desperate and at once 
ready for invasiou. The best and 
oldest citizens of this county, who 
have heretofore opposed 1 raid 
now favor it, and in Oklahoma Harry Hill, 
Chief of Scouts for Capt. D. L. Payne, ten- 
dered him the leadership. Oklahoma Hill 
was interviewed this morning on the subject 
and sald that should the people press him for- 
ward as their leader he will accept. The 
boomers along the border line at Hunnewell 
and Caldwell, likewise the large camp on the 
Chicaska. River, are demanding for Hill as 
their leader, with the utmost confidence in 
his skill and bravery, and promise bim at 
least 10,000men. That people are ripe for re- 
volt and invasion in such numbers as to de 
the anlhorities is now more than assured. 
John Sullard, a prominent man from this 
city, was up fromthe Territor line to-day 
and reports that there are thous s of doom 
ers all along the line. Sullard, with his wife 
and anumber of boomers, crossed the line 
but were captured by the soldiers of Capt.

It was with this list that the United States 
Supervisors made a canvass of the city to 
prepare themselves with data for use at the 
election on November 6. The result of that 
election on three officesis here given, show- 
ing that making allowance for Union 
Labor and scattering votes, the totals fall 
10,000 short ofthe registered vote. The vote 
on the offices of Governor, Sheriff and Public 
Administrator were as follows:

The increased registration for the thirty 
days priortothe closing of the lists on Octo- 
ber 16, beat the record at the office of the Re- 
corder of Voters. 

At that election there were 1,800 fraudulent 
registrations, which should have been wiped 
out long before that date, bat which could not 
be discovered, notwithstanding the efforts 
made by the election officials. It was thought 
that the canvass of the United States Super 
visors made on the eve of the election would 
defeat the frauds which had been plansed. 
That it did not do this and that a heavy fraud- 
ulent vote was cast will be shown by the Posr- 
DISPATCH. 

THE FIRST EVIDENCES OF THE FRAUD 

The first suspicion of fraud was raised tn the 

early part ot September. Applicants for regis- 
tration appeared at the office of the Recorder 
of Voters, asking registration on slips bearing 
names and residences, which they claimed as 
their own. In answer to the «questions 
propounded by the clerks in the Recorder's 
office they persisted in replying that their 
name and address was on the paper. Accom- 
plished ward workers, who usually accom- 
panied this class of applicants often volun- 
teered the information required, invariably 
giving the name and address on the sifp which 
had been handedin. With the limited force 
then in the employ of the Recorder, an at- 
tempt was made to investigate these cases, 
but in every instance the inquiry was de- 
feated, the persons at the number indicated 
stating that men of the names given resided 
there. Though suspicious the Recorder was 
powerless,and the persons taking the required 
oath were registered. It was decided, how- 
ever, to exclude the coachers from the office 
infuture. Thie was done, but the men con- 
tinued to come forward and register. A large 
proportion of such registrations were of 
colored men. 

It was observed that many of the applicdbts 
arrived at the office about noon-time, carrying 
their tin dinner buckets in their hands. Step- 
ping up to the desk, the applicant would os- 
tentatiously set his dinner bucket at his elbow 
while he took the oath and was put through 
the usual examination, swearing to the quali- 
fications of a voter required to secure registra- 
tion. The discovery of a successful applicant 
transferring his basket to another about to 
enter the office to secure registration threw 
some doubt on the true character of the 
bucket, which apparentiy was only a piece of 
property intended to give the applicant an 
appearance of honesty. 

Applicants for registration were brought to 
the City Hall by wagon loads during the early 
part of October. All the while an appearance 
of honesty was given to the work by political 
‘*heelers,’” who were scattered along the 
streets in the vicinity of the City Hall stopping 
teamstere and pedestrians of their own politi- 
cal proclivities and inducing them to go to the 
City Hall to register. 

FAILURE IN THE STATE COURTS. 

The services of the Police Department were 
enlisted. Detectives were placed in the office 
of the Recorder of Votes where they could see 
the applicants and hear their auswers. Four 
arrests were made, but the prisoners escaped 
punishment andthe tide was not checked. 
All the time Recorder Willi expressed his 
suspicions that the sc, then were 
illegal, but every effort to defeat the 
scheme failed. He secured evidence of double 
registration in some cases, and one of these 
he presented to Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Dierkes, who refuse to issue & warrant. 
Holding that if the officers of the law were al- 
lowed to be judges of intent without hearing 
evidence on that point, as he claimed Mr. 
Dierkes assumed to be in the case submitted, 
he refused to present any more cases of that 
kina. 

In this manner the investigation of the 
crimes against the election law ceased in the 
State Courts.

On examining the 
books the clerk found him registered. 
He stated that he had lived at 
the same address for eight years 
and that he had never registered or 
authorized any person to register his name, 
A further examination showed that his name 


Burch Washington, 4 eolored man, who had 
lived in the vicinity tor years, and who was 
able, asa test, to callthe names of perma- 
ment residents all along the alley between 
Walnut and Clark avenue, was stationed at 
the poll to watch the Voters during the first 
six hours of the day.

Washington was unable to explain the situa- 
tion.

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bad been on the books for several years, and 
in the election of 1886, it had been voted on.

lators to fill the books with bogus registra- 
tions which could be used by repeaters on 
election day.

The total registration of the 18lset Precinct of 
the Twenty-fifth Ward as shown by the poll 
books last November was 580. Of this number 
522 were white, and twenty-eight colored. 

On November 6, 1888, election day, 490 votes 
were cast in this precinct. Of this vote 460 
were ballots of white voters, and twenty bal- 
lots of colored voters. 

Provided with these facts the investigation 
was inaugurated. 

A SECOND CANVASS 

shows that of the 580 names on the books on 
the morning of Novemder 6, aud on the books 
to-day, seventy-seven are names of per- 
sons who had removed or died before the 
election and in one case a registration from a 
vacant lot. Of the 03 registrations of people 
who were residents in the precinct on election 
day thirty-three removed within ashort time 
alter the election. Three men registered as 
white men were found to be colored men. 

In this single precinct fifteen fraudulent 
votes were cast on false or erroneous registra- 
tions by persons as yet unknown. 

FRAUDULENT VOTES. 

The following is a list of fourteen registered 
names on which frauduient votes were cast 
at the last election. In one case, that 
of James Vaughn, colored, 2731 Papin 
street, one of the names voted at the election, 
it waa found that no such person ever lived 
there. The house was torn down sometime 
ago, but this name was registered from the 
above number and voted on. 

In another case, a vote was cast on the 
registration, ‘‘Charles Asinger, 1013 Ohio av- 
enue.’’ Inquiry developed the fact that Mr. 
Asinger died last October, before the election. 

The registration of ‘‘Frederick Krahen- 
buchl, No. 2643 Hickory street, was voted on. 

No such person as Frederick Krahenbuchl 
ever lived at that number.

FALSE AXD ERRONEOUS REGISTRATION. 

The following names appear on the poll- 
books for Precinct No. 131 of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward, though they are not entitled to regis- 
tration: Some of these names have been re- 
tained on the lists as voters, although they 
has removed from the addresses given long 
before the election, and in some instances, no 
such persons ever lived at the address given. 
Areasonable conclusion in many of these 
cases is that the parties relied on to correct 
and revise the lists retained these registra- 
tions for no legitimate purpose. It was by 
this species of fraud that the ‘‘repeaters’’ 
were enabled to do effective work in the 
municipal election of 185, voting on the 
names of persons who had removed, died and 
left the city, but whose names were kept as 
registered voters by the political manipula- 


tors.

REMOVED AFTER THE ELECTION. 

In this precinct ninety-four voters moved 
within eighty days after the election and were 
not found on a canvass made last January. 
Some of the removals it will be seen took 
place suspiciously soon after the election of 
November 6. In nearly all the cases where 
the persons were not to be found on applica- 
tions made under a variety of pretexts in- 
tended to allay suspicion no more definite in- 
formation could be obtained than that they 
had moved away ‘‘since the election,’’ their 
registration and vote being evidence that they 
should have been on hand on that date at 
least. The results of this branch of an inquiry 
into the election scheme are given.

NOT DESIGNATED ON THE BOOKS. 

After the election, when it was claimed that 
colored men had been brought to this oity and 
registered as white men, Recorder Williams 
stated that the total number of colored men 
on the registration booxs was 5,008. He pub- 
lished a call upon the judges and clerks of 
election to report any cases of colored men 
not so designated on the books, who had 
voted or attempted to vote. He did 
not receive a single reply to this call, 
and inferred from tbis that all the 
colored men on the books were so designated. 
Those registering at the main office were, e 
cept possibly lu a few cases of omission, 60 
designated, but it is clear that there area 
number of colored men registered, but not 80 
designated. These registrations, whatever 
the purpose may bave been, were probably 
made at the ward offices, against which system 
the Recorder has repeatedly protested,or at the 
main office under firmer administrations in the 
department of election. The canvass made by 
the SUNDAY Post-DisPpaTcH discloses the fact 
that in one precinct—No. 74 of the Fifteenth 
Ward—tbere are nine colored men registered, 
but not so designated on the books. The cases 
are as follows:

Will Be Prosecuted. 


The announcement that a startling exposure | 


of corrupt election methods was to be made 
by the SunpaY PoeT-DisPatcu this morning 
exercised anything butasoothing influence 
on Assistant District Attorney Thos. M. Knapp, 
who says that he bas been devoting nearly his 
whole time since the election to unearthing 
the frauds. ‘‘This warning will drive all the 
birds out of their nest, he said, and we 
will miss our men if they are given notice that 
their crimes are known. Why we have been 
investigating these cases ever since 
the election and have any . number 
of cases against all kinds k men, 
voting twice, voting in places where they had 
no right to vote, and for every possible viola- 
tion of the election law. We issued four war- 
rants yesterday, here (holding up some cards) 
are twelve that will de issued Monday, and 
we will issue about twelve every day for I 
don't know how long. We will have about 
four hundred cases. Why, look at this stack 
of memoranda. They only apply to one 
ward and they are not half of what we will 
havein that ward. Here are blank warrants, 
already made out, and all we will have to do 
isto fill in the names. There are men of all 
sorts involved in these cases and there will be 
some startling sensations, but the publica- 
tion, and particularly the warning given this 
afternoon, will drive them away, I'm affaid, 
and we will not be able to catch them. 

While making their investigations the office 
of the District Attorney was visited daily by 
representatives of the SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH, 
but no intimation was given of the fact that 
so much work was being done officially. On 


the l4tn ult. the office was notified that the 


SUNDAY PO8T- DISPATCH investigation was un 
der way, but no fears of defeating the best 
ends were then or subsequentiv communi- 
cated until the announcement of the expose 
was made yesterday afternoon. 


’ Recapitulation. 


The evidence given above shows that the 
registration books of twoof the 152 precincts 
of the city contained 155 false registrations— 
names of mythsand ‘‘straw’’ men—of persons 
who had died long before the last election; of 
persons who had removed from the former 
addresses, but were carried on the books in 
some mysterious manner, notwithstanding 
the efforts of the Recorder to purify the lists of 
persons registered from empty houses, and in 
one case from a vacant lot. 

That in these two precincts 19 fraudulent 
votes were cast at the last election. 

That 127 removals took place in less than 
ninety days after the election and in many 
cases these voters“ left immediately after 
the election give reason to believe 
that the seheme of colonization which was 
practicud in the central wards extended 
throughout the city. 

That in these precincts two per cent of the 
colored men are not 80 designated on the 
books which it has been contended werd aoc- 
curate in this respect. 

The evidenve submitted here shows that 
plans were laid and the opportunity afforded 
to repeaters and manipulators for more ex- 
tensive frauds at the last election, than those 
successfully carried through to the conclu. 
sion. 

The casting of the votes was not necessary 
to complete the offense against the election 
law. Freighting the registration books with 
bogus entries, which gave opportunity for the 
commission of further offenses, is a com- 
pleted orhne in the eyes of the law. The evi. 
dence in these two precincts is presented to- 
day. Further developments, more closely 
touching the perpetrators in other localities, 
Will be made in the Posr-Disra ron.

HOW THE OLDEST BANKING COUNTRY IN 
THE WORLD LENDS AND BORROWS 


The Silver Exchange of Peking and the 
Bankers’ Guild of Shanghai—How a 
Chinese Millionaire Saved Canton—The 
Carrier Pigeon asthe Chinese Ticker 
A Wenderful Bird With a Whistle in His 
Tail.

1 noted that he asked very particularly 
as to Mr. Barker es character and 
his standing among our bankers, I 
am told that Wharton Barker intends to visit 
Russia soon, and to look into tune 
railroad projects, which propose a line 
from Siberia above Peking, westward 
through Europe, and that the status of this 
road will materially affect his plans. Li Hung 
Chang feels much ashamed of being taken in 
by Mitkiewicz, and he thinks that if the 
American banking scheme could be made a 
fixed fact that he would retrieve his reputa- 
tion. Tne concessions he gave Mitklewiez were 
genuine, and he signed them as the Secretary 
of State of China. When the Government, 
however, found that Mitkiewicz was an ad- 
venturer they refused to indorse them, and 
leftthe honorable Liin thelurch. Li Hung 
Chang is now in correspondence with Mr. 
Barker, and the next agent that Barker sends 
to China will probably have enough sense to 
keep his mouth shut until the articles of 
agreement have been signed by both parties. 
There is at present no national bank in 
China, and this American bank with its fifty 
millions of capital would, ina measure, take 
the piace ofa national bank. The Chinese, 
however, have 
THOUSANDS OF PRIVATE BANKS. 
There are three or four hundred banks in Pe- 
king, 300 native banks in Tientsin, and Can- 
ton has banks and pawnshops by the hun- 
dreds. The rates of interest are high and 
short loans in tight times reach W per cent. 
The pawnbrokers charge 3% per cent a year, or 
3 per cent a month, and the rates of exchange 
from one province to another are very heavy. 
China has no national currency, and each 
bank issues its own notes. These are 
much like our notes, save they are 
in Chimese characters and on cheap 
white paver. The only coin of the country is 


the cash, of which it takes from as thousand to 
fifteen hundred to make a dollar, and which, 
small as it is, is counterfeited. The cash is a 
thin, round coin a littie larger than one of the 
big American cente of century ago, and 
sometimes no bigger th a nickel. It hasa 
square bole in the center and is usuaily 
carried in a of one hundred or one 
thousand each. id bricks and silver nug- 
gets are used in making large purchases, and 
the unit of weight is the teal or ounce. One 
ounce of silver or a teal is worth about I. 
Mexican, and a common denomination isa 
ten teal piece, which is a chunk of silver 
castinthe form of a Chinese shoe. I saw 
some of these silver snoes at the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai bank in Peking. They are 
stamped with marks come the fineness of 
the metal within them, and they contain from 
97 to 99 per cent of pure silver. Gold bricks are 
oſſthe size of little cakes of India ink, and these, 
like the silver, are subject to counterfeit. The

WASHINGTON’S TRIUMPHAL PROCESSION. 

Of alithe inaugural ceremonies, none can 
-eompare in magnificence and interest with 
the first, when Gen. George Washington took 
the oath of office in New York on April 30, 
1789. Aceremonial was established on this 
occasion, which has been but slightly de- 
parted from, when the length of time and 
changes of conditions are taken into con- 
sideration. It is an interesting point to

After 
the inaugural address had been delivered and 
the President was leaving the Capitol, Dagiel 
Webster found an opportunity to whisper: 
Mr. President, the whole Whig party is in 
Washington and every one wants something. 
Ifyou are not careful, the infernal office- , The 
seekers will kill you. His words proved , . 
prophetic, as within a month President Harri- 
son had passed away, harassed to death by 
the importunities of those seeking rations at 
the public crib.

AN ANXIOUS DAY. 

Without doubt the inauguration that gave 
rise to the greatest —— was that of Abra- 
ham Lincoln in 1861. The feeling of the coun- 
try was terribly disturbed; Mr. 
coln nad tolt compelled to

it was generally feared that a riot might break 
outin the streets of the capital, and the life 
of the President-elect be attempted. An 
anxious group surrounded Mr. Lincoln at

President Buchanan was not 
prompt in arriving, and many surmises were 
made as to the cause of the delay. Finally 
Lyman Trumbull of Illinois, after restiessly 
pacing to and fro, came to Mr. Lincoln, and in 
anxious tones said: ‘‘Mr. Buchanan is not 
here. Shall we wait for him, or go to the 
Capitol without him?’’ Lincoln, who did 
not share the general anxiety, replied 
with perfect gravity: ‘‘Mr. Trumbuil, I

This 
house was bullt on a spur of the 
biuaf which extends out into the valley, 
giving a grand view of the town, and occupied 
one of the most beautiful sites in the entire 
region. Past the Mathews place witb its ruins 
and picturesque boat house, so well-known 
to the Kirkwood passengers, the train passes 
through Woodiawn and soon comes in sight 
of the gray spire of Grace Church, the yellow 
old hotel and Kirkwood itself. 

The Missouri! Pacific Railroad is a central 
point around which Kirkwood is arranged 
symmetrically. And so indeed it should be, 
for the growth and life even of thetown are 
dependent upon the accommodations afforded 
by the railways. Tothe north of the depot 
runs Main street, a broad avenue 100 feet wide 
and ornamented with a double row of trees. 
At a right angle to Main runs Webster avenue, 
and upon these two thoroughfares are all the 
business houses and shops, while equally in 
every direction fine residences follow each 
other, becoming more scattered as they are 
more distant from the station, until they are 
finally merged into an indefinite class of farm 
houses. 

Kirkwood without H. W. Lefingwell would 
be as Hamlet without the Prince, for he is 
not only the projector of Forest Park, the or- 
ig inator of the idea of a Grand Avenue boule- 
vard, just now being completed with the con 
struction of the great bridge, but he is also the 
father of st. Louis’ first suburb, for which he 
is widely known as the Gray Eagle of Kirk- 


wood. The truly eagle eye of Mr. Leffing- 
well, brighter now than thatof many sixty 
years bis junior, pierced farther probably intu 
the future than that of any man who ever 
worked for the agrandizement or beautifying 
ofacity. Mr. 1 is now more than

and causes of some of these affections, as 

well ag of their results, and the er:oneous 

conceptions of the precautions necessary to 

avoid them, results in many cases in either an 

ultra-fear of the disease, together with some- 

what absurd ideas regarding hygiene or the 
opposite extreme—recklessness. 

An infectious disease is one the causative 
agent of which exists outside of the body, and 
which, while not transmissable from one per- 
son to another by direct contact with an 
affected individual, may be contracted by the 
residents of a particular locality on account of 
some hygienic defect in the surroundings, ex- 
amples of this class being yellow fever or 
typhoid fever, the latter of which may be 
epidemic in certain neighborhoods on account 
ot the use in common of a well in which the 
water has been polluted by the poison. 

A contagious disease is one in which the 
contagium is within the body of tus affected 
person, and which requires direct contact for 
ite reproduction, such as seariet fever or 
measies. Some diseases would appear to be 
both infectious and contagious, and one of 
these troubles ist), ~~ 

MUCE DREADED DIPHTHERIA. 
Thie disease, one of the most dangerous and 
fatal of its class, is a notable exception to a 
rule that applies to neariy all ot these affec- 
tions; that is, the rule of but one attack in the 
same individual. Instead of this being the 
case with diphtheria, it is a disease which, 
contrary toa general and erroneous opinion, 
may be contracted time and again upon the 
oceasion of each exposure—provided of 
course, that the patient be fortunate enough 
to escape a fatal termination of the first or 
any subsequent attacks, a matter which is 
highly problematical. This fearful malady, 
alike terrible to the physician and to his 
patients, and to the child and adult, has been 
for the past two or three years 
epidemic in St. Louis. For a 
while it raged in the northern 


portion ofthe city, but after cognizance was 
taken by health officials of the sanitary condi- 
tion of the infected quarter and stringent 
measures adopted as regards thorough disin- 
fection, it gradually died out, and the profes 
sion and public congratulated themselves that 
it was over. Such, however, was not the case; 
it reappeared last summer, although in a com- 
1 mild type, seldom resulting fatally, 

ut has gradually increased in virulence uniil 
at the present time it has assumed somewnat 
alarming proportions, as a perusal of the 
daily list ot deaths will testify, and there are 
but few streets in the city that are free from 
the significant red placard, which, for some 
unexplainable reasons, des not inspire the 
fear, or causethe adoption of the precaution- 
ary measures, that it should.

but there has been no satisfactory decision as 
to the precise sanitary—or non-sanitary—con- 
ditions which give rise to its existence or its 
virulence. Thesporadic cases that occasion- 
ally spring up far from any infected locality or 
from any known cause of contagion would 
seem to prove that the origin of such cases is 
in the surroundings of the patient, but no 
satisfactory method of prevention has been 
found. There are, however, many false no- 
tions prevalent regarding the nature of the 
disease, a correction of which may prove of 
benefit. 

The name diphtheria, taken from a Greek 
word signifying ‘‘cather,’’ referring simply 
to the formation of a false membrane upon 
the different parts of the throat, would imply 
that it was a localized disease of the throat 
instead of one of the most terrible 
constitutional maladies known to pathology, 
and a mistaken idea of the nature and signifi- 
cance of the throat symptoms has been indi- 
rectly through negiect or otherwise, the cause 
of many deaths. If the disease be local at any 
time it is only in the beginning of the trouble, 
and at that time the throat or nose is attacked 
for the reason that they are the portions of the 
body most exposed tothe contact of the poli- 
son, but the poison soon spreads through

Justso lon 
as there s exhibited this reckless disregar 
the ordinary precautions that a sensible 
minded person would naturally take with a 
view of preventing the spread ofjthe disease;

The regulation promulgated by the health

at their own pleasure. Not only is this the 
case, but the very action of the physician in 
reporting the case to the authorities is decried, 
and he is openly accused of trying to make 
matters ap worse than they really are. 
It may de that some physicians in existence, 
who, taking advantage of the ignorance of 
those with whom they are dealing, have mag- 
nified some less serious ailment into this ter- 
rible disease, with a view to the enhancement 
of their own reputations as suo - 
cessful practitioners, but if there 
are such men, they must needs be 
utterly hardened against the appeals of human 
suffering, and persistence in such a course is 
certain to defeat their object, as it would open 
away tothe investigation of their cases by 
the authorities should a large number of cases 
be reported and no deaths. 

But there are some diseases which in their 
local manifestations simulate diphtheria so 
closely that the most experienced practition- 
er may not at first be abie to tell the differ- 
ence, and the affection especially liable to 
misiead in the beginning is 1 
form of inflammation of the ton 
sils known Pv) follicular tonsililitis 
—a disease accompanied by the formation of 
gray patches upon the tonsils, and in which 
the constitutional symptoms: may be for a 
time even more severe than ip genuine dipb- 
theria. To render the deception still more 
perfect this trouble is aiso evidently con- 
tagious, as it may attack several members of 
the same family; this being so often the case 
that some high medical authorities are in- 
clined to consider it 8 jocalized form of ton 
Ssillar diphtheria. In these cases, if there 
be any doubt whatever as to the exact 
nature of the trouble, there is but 
one proper course to pursue and that is to 
consider it as genuine dipbtheria until it is 
undoubtedly proven otherwise; to adopt the 
same measures of treatment and to enforce 
exactly the same precautionary measures that 
are necessary in the event of the more serious 
disease. Admitting the injury that may be 
wroughtinaman’s business and socia! rela- 
tions by the damaging placard, it is much bet- 
tertobeon the safe side, even though the 
the action may be ultimately proven to 

A MISTAKE. 

When the fatality attendant upon this disease 
is taken into consideration, it must be plainly 
evident that it should be even more carefully 
guerded against than emali-pox, a disease 
whicb isin reality more feared by reason of 
the deformity itentails than because of the 
danger ofa fatal result, and it is only when 
this fact is fully realized bythe general pub- 
lic that we will be enabled to hope for the ex- 
tinction of the disease. While we are not 
aware of the exact non-sanitary conditions ne- 
cessary for the production of this trouble, tf 
there be any reason to believe that the hy- 
gienic surroundings are of a nature favorable 
to the development of the diseage the matter 
should be investigated and any abnormalities 
at once corrected. 

It there be a case of diphtheria in the im- 
mediate neighborhood shun it as you would 
small-poxor Asiatic cholera, and if there is 
the slightest reason to suppose that it will ex- 
tend beyond its present limite enforce not 
only absolute cleanliness dut thor- 
ough disinfection, While it would 
not at all politico to place 
such disinfectants as carbelic acid or car- 
rosive sublimate in the hands of those ignor- 
ant of their uses, there isone germicide with- 
in the reach of every person, the use of which 
ig not attended with any danger whatever. 
That is sulphur, which may be beneficially 
employed as a means of fumigation and dis- 
infection under many widely diverse circum- 
stances, and so far as concerns the disease un- 
der consideration may prove entirely protec- 
tive, providing the trouble has not already 
been contracted. 

THE METHOD OF USING SULPHUR 
for disinfecting purposes is very simple, re- 
— simply a brick and a tin plate, the 
ormer to act asa mediator between the bot- 
tom of the — and the carpet. Piacing one 
or two tablespoonfuls of wdered sulphur 
upon the plate, pour a small quantity of alco- 
hol on it and ignite it; close the doors and 
windows and allow the sulphur to burn until 
itis consumed. This “eg be repeated each 
day in every room in the house, and whether 
or not it proves an adequate protection 
against disease, it at least possesses the nega- 

tive merit of being perfectly harmless. 

The diphtheritic patient should be entirely 
‘isolated or quarantined ainst other mem- 
bers of the family, and if there are any 
children who have been in his or her com- 
pany, and have thereby been exposed to the 
disease, the proper course to pursue isto 
treat them precisely as though they were al- 
ready victims, for by so doing, by taking the 
case in hand in its incipiency, the probability 
of an attack of the severe form of the 

dedly lessened if not en- 
tirely In the absence of any 
regular quarantine such as is in vogue against 
small-pox, it would not be entirely just, on 
account of the probable portability of the con- 
tagjum, to send the unaffected children into 
another family, all that can be accomplished 
after the disease has once established its 
presence, to isolate the affected member of 
the family as far as possible and to employ 
rational precautionary measure as regards 
the others.

JOEL BENTON GIVES MORE AMUSING IN- 
STANCES OF TAVERN LORE. 


The Inn-Keepers’ Ingenuity—Ol4 English 
Customs—Odd Maxims of Trade—Signe 
in Greece and Rome—The Wayside Inns 
of Scotland—Sayings of Wags—Interest- 
ing Anecdotes.

Tas the fashion of 
publicans in En- 
gland, in the more 
boisterous times of 
politics, to change 
their signs and em- 
blems to fit the oc- 
casion—from Crom- 
well to Charles, and 
so on. The inn 
keeper was not less 
anxious than some 
newspapers are to 
catch the public 
breeze. All the signs 
had an eye to attracting the public. Mr. 
Charies Hindley in his anecdotes of the tavern, 
says that ‘‘in a well-known country town 
where four inns were already established—the 
Bear, the Angel, the Ship, and the Three 
Cups—a fifth was successfully added, the 
White Horse, having under the sign the fol- 


lowing bold lines: 


My White Horse shal! bite the Bear 
ina make the Angel fly; 

Shall turn the Ship her bottom up, 
And drink the Three Cups dry. 


Mr. Hindley also says that Mother Red Cap’s 
Tavern in Camden, datingfrom early in the 
last century, was very popular, although her 
house was very humble, built of mud and 
thatched with straw. It was a favorite resort 
for soldiers, and the celebrated landlady is 
said to have lived long past her hundred 
years. After she died the following lines were 
added to her sign, which represented her in 
her red cap, with a glass of ale in her hand:
